Of late years loir wat«r in the Hudson 


during the Summer season has had the 
effect of attracting attention to the evils 
of forest destruction in New York State. 
The subject was earnestly discussed in 
the newspapers, public opinion was

stirred, and the result is the purchase 
by the State of some 850,000 acres of 
forest lands in the Adironducks and Cat- 
skills. These purchases have involved, 
we believe, an expenditure of several 
millions of dollars. The lauds so bought 
will forever be devoted to forestry pur- 
poses, to the end that a flow may be 
maintained in the piimcipal rivers. It 
is a will established fact that the de- 
struotion of forests occasions heavy 
freshets in Winter and Spring, and the 
drying up of streams in the Summer 
season. New York has taken time by 
the forelock, and has not waited for the 
actual closing of the rivers. In Cali- 
fornia it has hitherto been difficult to 
interest the public io, the subject of for- 
net pr»a«rvation. And yet the matter is 
one of the gravest importance to the 
State. The future pf agriculture and 
horticulture is largely dependent upon 
the maintenance of a forest growth in 
the mountains of the Sierra Nevada. 
Should those mountains be bared, the 
most destructive floods during the rainy 
stason, and the drying up of the rivers 
in Summer. Irrigation would be stop- 
ped in every part of the State, lor the 
sources of supply wo aid be empty. 


There would be a natural renewal of 


tke fore»ts cut upon the slopes of the 
Sierra, were it not for fires and the graz- 
ing of sheep and cattle. The second 
growth is in many places so dense us to 
be almost impenetrable. But fires an- 
nually sweep over many thousand* of 
acres of this young timber, and the nib- 
bling of stock is another potent cnuse of 
destruction. The mountains are now 
dotted with fires, and it is known that 
sheepmen are in the habit of starting 
snoh dsstruotiou with the object of im- 
proving the pasturage. 
T»n square 


miles, west of the Yosemite valley, have 
just been burned over. This means that 
6,400 acres have been divested of trees, 
young or old. And this is only one of 
many fires. 
The Legislature of California may 


well consider the propriety of taking 
some measures to protect our forests. 
Appointing Commissions will nok d«" ilk- 
There seems to be need of a forestry po- 
lice, charged with the duty of enforcing 
stringent laws against setting forest 
fires and nguinst pasturing sheep on the 
publio domain. There might be an out- 
cry from the sheepmen, but the sheep 
industry is as nothing when weighed 
with the general welfare and future 
prosperity of the whole State. 
There may be need of reserving all 


State forest lands from sal*, bat th* 
great necessity is the prevention of fires 
und of grazing among the second growth, 
Public opinion should make the need- 
less destruction of youug forests nn in- 
famous crime.
